RUNNING THE TOWN 

There are always a few people in 
every municipality, who complain' 
that a certain set of men want to run 
the town.

Those who are 
dissatisfied with the leadership should 
get busy and give a hand instead of 
criticizing from the side lines.—-Mun- 
cipal World. 

VALUABLE GOLD COIN 

Not long ago, a gentleman residing 
in Victoria, B.C., shipped by express 
to London, England, a small package 
containing a gold coin, which was in¬ 
sured for one thousand dollars. En¬ 
quiries were made by custom officials 
regarding the nature of this exporta¬ 
tion and the explanation of the ship¬ 
per brought to light an interesting 
story: There was only one coin in the 
package, a twenty-dollar* gold piece 
of 1862. At one time the government 
intended to mint the gold coming 
down from Caribou. They constructed 
a mint and then found it would be too 
expensive. About seventy twenty-dol 
lar coins were struck off, but they 
were never legal tender, and the coin 
shipped was not coin, in the sense of 
being legal tender, but really gold 
bullion. Those coins naturally became 
valuable and the Victoria man sold his 
in London for $1,200. That is the 
reason it was insured for $1,000. 

THE SCHOOL YEAR 

The school term is nearing an end. 
Examinations will be on, in a few 
weeks. And in the face of the var¬ 
ious mild epidemics which have been 
sweeping through the town, it is hard 
to see how the children as a whole, 
can have made uniform progress. 

Before and after Christmas measles 
had its way with many a family As 
one member of the family was ready 
to start to school, another developed 
the disease. Those who escaped 
measles managed to fall victims to 
influenza. Some had both. And this 
spring has seen a great number laid 
low with mumps Chicken pox is al¬ 
so present. 

While fortunately these epidemics 
have been mild in nature, yet they 
have broken most exasperatingly into 
the school year. Be a teacher never 
so competent and conscientious, she 
cannot get proper results from a class 
when half or a third of the pupils are 
away. A definite program out for 
each school year, with no provision 
for sickness and days off. When ev¬ 
ery school day some pupils are absent 
from almost every room, the progress 
of the class as a whole must be great¬ 
ly retarded. 

It is quite possible that the teach¬ 
ers will as usual overcome all obsta¬ 
cles and bring their pupils through 
successfully. But if this year’s show¬ 
ing falls below the usual standard, the 
reason will be quite apparent when 
people recall the number of houses 
that have been placarded “measles, 
mumps, chicken pox’’ during the past 
school year.

EDITORIAL COMMENTS 
— 

Speculation as to the character and ^ 
\gork of Woodrow Wilson is revived 
by Ray Stannard Baker’s life of the j 
President. He apparently had a be¬ 
nign genius for friendships and a 
malign genius for severing them. 
Strewn along his pathway are the dis- j 
carded friendships of Harvey, Page, [ 
Lansing, House, Tumulty, Bryan. , 
Except in the case of the last of these 
the fault was largely Wilson’s. In a 
world at war Bryan was a misfit. In-, 
deed it is very doubtfuhrif-he-wpuUP| 
qot have been a misfit \in any execu- ' 
tive position, even in the piping times 
of peace. He was a pietist with a j 
superb confidence in the value ofi 
words and phrases. Not without reas I 
on, for it was words and phrases that j 
got him a presidential nomination 1 
from a convention deadlocked by in¬ 
decision and then stampeded by hys¬ 
teria. To him, Wilson showed for¬ 
bearance, regarding him, no doubt, 
(Page so regarded him) as a boy who 
must still have his toys to play with. 

It was probably his desire to stand 
in with Bryan that made him fall foul 
of Page and Lane. They saw clear¬ 
ly enough where circumstances were 
leading them, but could do little or 
nothing so long as this impractical 
Secretary remained on the job. He 
was a sort of evangelist preaching 
peace while his bark was drifting to 
the maelstrom of war. Page doing 
his best in London had a heart-break¬ 
ing time with him. He had to com¬ 
municate directly with the Presdent 
sometimes because there were delays 
and leaks in the Secretary’s office. 
Later on, he had as much difficulty 
with the President who came to re¬ 
gard him as pnf-British. Wilson had 
told his people to be neutral in 
thought, word and action (as if any 
thinking person could be neutral in 
thought). For a time, he himself was 
about the only man who almost car¬ 
ried out the admonition. He declared 
war against the Germans in April 
1917. Six months before that, Sir 
Cecil Spring-Rice thought it more 
likely that the United States would 
litre up against the Allies and subse¬ 
quent disclosures show that the Brit¬ 
ish Ambassador at Washington had 
ample grounds for his doubt and 
fear. 

Wilson became as difficult to work 
with as Bryan. Lane, a member of 
his Cabinet, wrotg to his brother des¬ 
pairingly that at a meeting of Cab¬ 
inet they had discussed the war for 
the first time in three months! Wil¬ 
son Was discussing the war not with 
his colleagues, but with Col. House, 
the mysterious unofficial and unpaid, 
emissary and confidant of the Presi¬ 
dent. We have heard of men who 
talked themselves into places of pow¬ 
er. Here was a man who had listened 
himself in. Not that he was altogeth¬ 
er a yes and no man. Hjs book and 
his letters, and his quarrel with Wil¬ 
son, show that. It was a preposter¬ 
ous combination, incompatible with 
the spirit and the letter of responsi¬ 
ble and* constitutional government. 
This man without status and without 
salary exercised an authority second 
only to theVPresident himself. We 
mention salar^boeause of its import¬ 
ance. A motion to cut (iff or reduce 
a Minister’s salarv is one recognized 
method by which a parliament may 
express want of confidence in that 
Minister. Other Cabinets have com¬ 
plained of “back-stairs influence.’’ 
Here was front-stairs influence, open, 
avowed flaunted. No wonder the 
President’s relations with members of 
his Cabinet were often strained. 

Lane’s letters to his brother groan 
with agony of spirit, and Page’s diary 
and letters breathe despair and dis¬ 
illusionment. What was wrong with 
a man who could alienate such ardent 
souls? The answer is that he was a 
Professor and a politician. He re¬ 
mained a Professor after he became 
the President. He remained the poli¬ 
tician after he had drafted his coun¬ 
try into the war. When other nations 
not willingly but perforce, resorted 
to coalitions to maintain unity of ef¬ 
fort he wrote a letter urging the elec-

• The Bracebridge Gazette notes our 
comment that the man with a motor 
car is the target of the tax collecors. 
He says were we to look further we 
would find that man's entertainment 
in general, is looked upon as good 
quarry for the looters of private pur¬ 
ses. Then he proceeds to illustrate, ii 
his own peculiar and interesting styl 
opening however, with a slight mi4 
apprehension when he says “Man hasj 
presumably a monopoly of the tobac¬ 
co ‘vice.’ Sq the tax gatherer goes 
after him on that.” Says the govern¬ 
ment: 

“Ho\C does that villain use tobac¬ 
co?” \ TJ 

“He chews it.” 

“Make him pay 20 e er) ts a pound 
on it.” — 

"if he smokes it in a pipe, make 
him pay 20 cents a pound tax.” 

“If he smokes little cigarette make 
him pay $6.00 a thousand.’’ 

“If he smokes those big cigarettes, 
make him pay $11.00 a thousand.” 

“If he smokes cigars, mijke him 
pay 3 cents on every cigar.” 

Then the government says: “Some 
of these debased men use intoxicating 
liquor. Tax them!” So the Domin¬ 
ion government puts a tax of $9.00 
per gallon, a dollar a bottle, on his 
liquor. The Ontario government goes 
at him for $2.00 for permission to buy 
it and a great big profit on it into the 
bargain. So that, by the time a vil¬ 
lain has his bottle, he has peeled off 
at least two dollar hills as taxes. 

Some men have even fallen so low 
that they play cards, real cards of 
clubs, hearts, spades and diamonds. 
The government says, “Ha! Ha! I’ll 
get him! Tax every deck of cards 10c 
Then these fallen men need match- 
jfe to light their smokes. Again the 
government goes after him and taxes 
matches 3-4 cent on every package.

table institutions bringing improve¬ 
ments therein.

MARK YOUR TOOLS 
Cover the steel parts 
of your tools, such as a 
chisel, saw, axe. hammer, 
etc., with a coating o f 
wax.

Under new conditions of life, good 
roads and prosperity march hand in 
hand. Prosperity was brought about 
by the steam age, when railroads sent 
forth great branches in all direction. 
The railroads are the arteries, 
through which flow the life and 
wealth of the country. The railroads 
can transport the wealth of which this 
land is capable only if the roads are 
kept up.

To 
( safeguard cities in any reasonable 
way, gas proof caverns would have to 
be built and gas masks distributed to 
everyone. 

The Geneva Red Cross gathering in 
discussing the ghastly possibilities of 
another war, strongly supported the 
League of Nations in seeking the 
ab^tion of the use of poison gas in 
warfare. This abolition of poison gas 
has been ratified by ten nations, but 
needs much more support than it has.

HIST. OF VEGETABLES 

Although it has been left to mod¬ 
em people to discuss vegetables on 
the basis of vitamins and irons, yet 
these same vegetables have a history 
extending back to the dim ages, and 
even in earliest times they were used 
I much in the same way and for the 
j same reasons as prevail today, 
j Take cabbages, which are having a 
I wild flare of popularity. Greek leg- 
I end tells that cabbage sprang from 
| the sweat of Jupiter’s brow as he 
I wrestled in thought. Romans were 
supposed to have preserved national 
health for 600 years by using cabbage 
as a cure-all. In early days it was 
considered good for the stomach and 
the sinew's and a great brain clearer. 

Centuries after this a doctor visited 
in Denmark intending to set up prac¬ 
tise, but seeing all the gardens full of 
■ cabbages, he lost any hope that he 
J would have a successful practice and 
departed from Denmark. 

Turnips, beets and radishes were 
offerings at the temple of Apollo in 
times of ancient Greece. Lettuce was 
served on the table of Kings of Per¬ 
sia in 560 B.C. Romans considered 
that lettuce induced sleep. In six¬ 
teenth century England', eight varie¬ 
ties of lettuce were used. 

Radishes were served on dishes of 
beaten gold as a grat delicacy. Ro¬ 
man physicians decreed that they be 
eaten raw with salt before breakfast. 

Turnips were good for hoarseness 
and coughs, and were considered so 
important a godsend to the poor of 
the Middle Ages, that the sign of the 
turnip, appearing on armorial bear¬ 
ings denoted that the owner was a 
person kind to the poor. 

Onions date back to Egyptian his¬ 
tory. The lack of onions was said to 
be one ground of complaint when 
Moses led rhis Israelites into the wild- 
| erness. - Carrots have a long and hon¬ 
orable history. Spinach was first cul¬ 
tivated in England in 1568. 

Mushrooms have been available for 
thousands of years. But they fell in¬ 
to disrepute when Agrippina poison¬ 
ed her husband Emperor Tiberius 
Claudius with them! Epicures dating 
from Pliny have extolled the patric¬ 
ian mushroom, hut it is only in recent 
, years that it has been commonly used. 


Hon. R. B. Bennet is approved 
greatly by the Toronto Globe for hav¬ 
ing deplored golf playing on Sunday. 
His words were dropped in London 
the other day. He placed- the ques¬ 
tion on the plane of Pauline theology. 

“There is no harm in Sunday golf 
of itself,” he said, “but through it 
parents may find it difficult to induce 
children to go to Sunday school. The 
children may say “Why look, there’s 
Mr. Bennet. He plays golf on Sun¬ 
day! If Sunday golf makes it more 
difficult for fathers and mothers to 
raise their children in the way they 
should go, then there is harm in Sun¬ 
day golf.” 

The Toronto Globe comments: “As 
Mr. Bennet points out, the liberty of 
the individual is circumscribed by the 
weakness of his fellows. If Sunday 
golf or anything else is hindering 
others to be what they might be, it 
automatically becomes wrong for the 
person doing it. Mr. Bennet speaks 
as a good sound Presbyterian theolo-) 
gian.” 

A BIG OIL FIELD 

An American syndicate is laying 
siege to Alberta’s potential oil fields. 
This syndicate composed largely of 
Denver capitalists has for two years 
had geologists making surveys of Al¬ 
berta extending from Fort McMurray 
to the International boundary. Al¬ 
though it has been known that Ameri 
can geologists have been investigat¬ 
ing Alberta territory, yet until now 
it has not been known that they were 
working all for the same syndicate. 
About $100,000 has been spent in re¬ 
search and geological work in Alberta 
Beside this, officials of the syndicate 
under the name of the Canadian Ex¬ 
ploration Company, arranged with 
the Canadian Western Gas to drill a 
well on the “Wildcat” structure near 
Cochrane. They secured from the 
company .3500 acres, together with 
2000 from the Dominion Government 
and private owners. 

The only other structure about 
which anything is known publicly is 
a lease secured by the company of ov¬ 
er 11,000 acres in the Edmonton and 
Lloydminster district. A well will be 
drilled there early in June. 

It is reported that twelve major 
structures have been located with 
great oil possibilities. These extend 
from Fort McMurray to the boundary 

The beet acreage contracted for 
this season had nearly reached the 
10,000 acre objective at the end of 
April. 

Although people are spending a 
great deal of time in their gardens 
these evenings, it is very rarely that 
you see a neighbor’s face. What you 
do see is his posterior. He is as a 
rule, all doubled up peering at his 
mystic rows of carrots and beans and 
wondering if what went down is go¬ 
ing to come up. He has the answer 
to most of his garden stuff now, and 
though seeds were planted much lat¬ 
er than usual, little green sprigs of 
this and that are shooting up rapidly 
and in a few days will have caught 
up on normal spring growth. 

The Picton Gazette revealed last 
month an interesting document which 
gave price quotations of grain, gro¬ 
ceries, farm stock, butter and milk of 
human kindness prevailing in the 
year 1822. Wheat was $1 per bushel; 
a fur cap $7.10; butter 20c; shoes 
$2.75;; 3 gallons whiskey $2.60; cow 
$26. 


The fostering ot Empire Week is 
merely an exchange of courtesies .on 
the part of Canada. Throughout the 
British .colonies, the way has been 
paved for a cordial reception of Can¬ 
adian products. 

The Canadian Trade Commission 
to South Africa, gives one instance in 
which a Toronto firm of doll manu¬ 
facturers if underselling the long 
established German doll factories, is 
producing better and cheaper dolls 
and is acquiring growing trade in 
South Africa, New Zealand and Aus¬ 
tralia. 

The recent “Canadian Week” in 
Scotland is another manifestation of 
friendly attitude to Canadian busi¬ 
ness. The comment there is made 
“People do not give much real 
thought to whether or not they are 
eating Empiye goods. What they look 
for is. something good that is not too 
dear. And in Canadian goods tHey 
find that Canada can produce every¬ 
thing that can he (produced in a tem¬ 
perate climate, almost everything 
needed for the home, except tea, cof¬ 
fee and spices. 

If Scotland feels so favorably in¬ 
clined, it is time that Canadians them 
selves realized that we in Canada pro 
duce almost everything required by 
man “except tea, coffee and'>yjQes.” 

For one week we are askecOLloT- 
low the progress of our dollars in 
their ever-widening arc. Where do 
they go ? Who are they benefiting ? 
Is it some one who is interested in 
our welfare, some one who recipro¬ 
cates and Wafts his dollars toward 
us ? Or is it some one who pockets 
our hard-earned money umUdoes his 
buying elsewhere ? 

If this week serves no other pur¬ 
pose, it rouses our curiositA and in¬ 
terest. Our first allegiance naturally 
is to our own province. It gives us 
a warm feeling to he purchasing our 
own Alberta goods. We are all to an 
extent pioneers in this remarkable 
new province. What can we buy that 
gives a life to our friends on the 
farms of southern Alberta, in the fao 
tories of Calgary, Edmonton, Leth¬ 
bridge, Medicine Hat, to the adven¬ 
turers of the north.

ROOM IN THE PEACE 

There is room in the Peace River 
district for one million people, allow¬ 
ing for four persons to a homestead. 
Yet the population is estimated at 
about 10 , 000 . 

Big business has its eye on this 
great frontier. One of the largest 
American Power companies has re¬ 
cently purchased the Grand Prairie 
power franchise with, the intention of 
making that town the centre of a 
great power ramification. Owners of 
good farms in the district are today 
holding their lands at $50 an acre, 
and most of this land was originally 
homestead. 

A great deal of the land has been i 
taken up by squatters. These choose 
their farms with regard to easy break 
ing thus securing a crop with least 
delay. They build their dwelling pla¬ 
ces ami when survey lines are run, 
they get first opportunity of making 
the formal homestead entry. 

Many of the settlers have most 
meagre outfits, and as yet money is 
very scarce. But it is a promising 
venture for men of youth' and cour¬ 
age, who, given the ability to stick, 
will come out on top. 

Bordering on the new town of Fair 
view the end of steel, is a reserve of 
the Beaver Indians. This will be sold 
by auction next month and it is ex¬ 
pected that five hundred eager buyers 
will be on hand from Canada and C. 
S. to hid on the land. It is figured 
that this land will go format least $10 
an acre.

Canada’s export trade to New Zea¬ 
land increased by $2,697,695 during | 
1928 over the figure of the previous 
year, according to a report of the De- j 
partment of Trade and Commerce. ! 
Exports ■amounted to $16,294,630. The 
increase was notable in view of the 
fact that the tvhole of the island Do¬ 
minion’s imports were only $500,000 
in excess of the year before.
